All three nominees must receive 
senate approval before they can 
take office.

critical to say of the nominees 
themselves, but they were patent- 
ly disappointed that the president 
did not nominate a member oC 
their pa"ty h-v*^ ^upreme-court: 


For years, it was more or less

During President Roosevelt's ten- 
ure of office, however, the division 
came down to seven Democrats 
and two Republicans. 


With confirmation of Vinson, it 


will be eight Democrats and one 
Republican. 
Vinson was named 


to succeed the late Chief Justice 
Harlan F. Stone, Republican.

Vinson is Truman's second se- 


lection for the court. When Jus- 
tice Owen .T. Roberts retired last 
year the president reached into 
Republican ranks and picked Sen- 
ator Harold H. Burton of Ohio. 


Family Right Kfcogni'/.ed 


With regard to Snyder, most 


Republicans took the view that 
the president has the right to 
pick his own official 
family and 


that the senate should not inter- 
fere unless there is some funda- 
mental reason for doing so.

Return of the Spud 


Our wheat conservation pro- 


gram may succeed in restoring 
the potato to its rightful high es- 
tate in this 
country. 
Perhaps 


such a minor by-product of the 
important business of saving lives 
is unworthy of attention. Yet it 
must be admitted that the hum- 
ble spud has taken quite a kick- 
ing-around in late years. 


The potato, as the Department 


of Agriculture points out, is not 
fattening. A good-sized one con- 
tains no more calories than an 
average serving of peas or corn, 
or two slices of bread. But to hear 
the diet faddists talk, one would 
think that a potato was 1UO per 
cent butterfat. 


The trouble, of course, lies in 


what we put on the potato. And 
so, because of gravies and cream 
and gobs of butter, the seekers 
after slimness 
have 
felt con- 


strained to pass up the tasty tuber 
and thus deny themselves one of 
the noble plebeian delicacies. 


A boiled or baked potato, an- 


nointed with salt and less butter 
than you would put on a slice of 
bread, offers wonderful low-calory 
nourishment. 
Or the dieter can 


use salt alone and find himself 
missing very little. 


And—to get right down to 


cases—if you think you must have 
a piece of. bread for a "pusher" 
at every meal, there's always the 
baked potato skin. It's a delicious 
substitute that will do very nicely 
for the duration of the emergency. 


Papa Knows Best 


The contract of the United Au- 


tomobile Workers with the Ford 
Motor 
Co. contains a provision 


outlawing wildcat strikes or stop- 
pages and disciplining instigators 
of and participants in such strkes. 
Later, UAW officials renounced 
this provision as a matter of fu- 
ture policy. 


Now, a majority of rank-and- 


file UAW members in Ford plants 
have voted in favor of this provi- 
sion. But George F. Addes, UAW 
secretary-treasurer, says that it 
is impossible to reconcile the Ford 
contract with the later statement 
of policy, and that no future con- 
tracts will Include such a clause. 


This seems neither very demo- 


cratic nor very sensible. 
What 


the Ford UAW members did was 
simply to vote that it was the re- 
sponsibility of both signatories to 
a contract to live up to the con- 
tract's provisions, even when one 
signatory is a labor union. 


The vote revealed that the ma- 


jority favor legal responsibility, 
as it Is found in non-union walks 
of life, over special privilege. The

Molotov and Byrnes have now 
spoken their peace pieces of the 
conference interim and are pack- 
ing their bags for the June 15 re- 
sumption in Paris. Byrnes spoke 
with hope, Bevin with chagrin and 
Molotov with recriminations. The 
hopes and chagrin of the United 
States and Britain therefore are 
facing the recriminations of Rus- 
sia for the new meeting. Of the 
three Molotov spoke least hope- 
fully. Indeed he ignored hope en- 
tirely. Therefore the council of the 
ministers will be resumed with a 
rhetorical firming of the stalemate 
he caused in the previous meet- 
ings. 


Various interpretations are be- 


ing prominently exposed to the 
American people. The most sedate 
American newspaper presented the 
Bevin speech as "a picture ot 
gloom, bewilderment and resent- 
ment against the Soviet Union" 
although it seemed exactly the op- 
posite to me, and probably was a 
stronger statement of determina- 
tion to resist "handing every coun- 
try in the world over to the Sov- 
iet system" (His interpretation of 
what Russia wants) than that of 
Byrnes who only effused 
hope 


without furnishing any substance 
for it. 
This may be due to the 


longer experience of British and 
Socialists in dealing 
intimately 


and unsuccessfully with Commun- 
ists for many long years, whereas 
we have only lately been required 
to take up that task, or to person- 
alities, or other reasons.

fear of war, and in their desire to 
avoid any possibility of it, are fall- 
ing into fearful misconceptions ot 
what the situation today reallj 
and truly is, and have lapsed into 
some general degree of "gloom 
bewilderment and resentment" by 
anjy estimate. I venture to sug- 
gest they are misreading the in- 
ner actualities, to wit: 


Russia wants war less than any- 


one. She is merely playing upon 
our desires and fears for her own 
diplomatic ends. She cannot feed 
or equip her own people for some 
years yet. She cannot even think 
of anything military except a short 
campaign which could not long be 
successful against United Nations 
planes and navies. War is really 
unthinkable for her now—but not 


for three, five or ten years fron 
now. 
* * * 


The tie to take a stronger dip- 


lomatic stand against advancement 
the world is now. 
This is the 


toward a Communist empire of 
time to stop the war by fullest 
diplomatic 
firmness, 
not 
later 


when her empire has grown strong 
and is able to store and equip 
itself for world conflict. Instead, 
we are promoting- a tendency to 
advertise 
the futility of hopes 


without substance, to yearn for 
some sort of compromise or ap- 
peasement to "satisfy" Russia, and 
gain time, whereas time will work 
her way, eventually giving her the 
atom bomb for instance. 


This is the very thing Russia 


wants us to do. Her adamant and 
belligerent foreign 
policy is a

such a sentiment almost surely 
will win them new friends outside 
the labor movement.

stopped by a firm stand anywhere 
along that way.

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In short, we have worked our- 


selves into a state of mind ripe 
for Russian plucking, or have been 
worked into it by her adamant 
and belligerent resistance to our 
peace hopes. If it gains her com- 
promises which will afford power 
in those nations which have re- 
jected her at the ballot box, or 
in other nations where Commun- 
ists are ambitious or evon enough 
poxver in them to get a Communist 
in as an interior minister \vhere 
he will have charge of the secret 
police and future elections, she 
will win. But if she fails to scare 
us into appeasement, as Hitler did. 
and merely succeeds in preventing 


joint peace and causing us to 


mope about the "failure of the 
peace", and to be "bewildered" and 
'confused", she will have won her 
alternate desire, namely the weak- 
ening of our foreign policy, by 
undermining it at home. 


That's her inside game. 
Our 


people just have not dealt with 
,the Communists long enough to 
know them. On the other hand, 
if we can get off the defensive 
and away from confused sorrow 
about lost hopes, and make a few 
demands for ourselves as to bases 
and our rights (we should be de- 
manding more than we want) and 
otherwise asserting ourselves af- 
firmatively, we might loosen the 
bonds which are keeping us from 
stabilizing a peace—and yes. even 
get an agreement from Russia.

And not long ago at the Nueren- 
berg trials German Field Marshal 
Wilhelm Keitel testified that Hit- 
ler would have backed down at 
Munich if the western allies had

flabbergasted at the concession 
handed

on a 
platter, and 


promptly grabbed for more. 


So England is afraid of "ap- 


peasement". 
In Wednesday's de- 
bate in the 
House of Commons 


former Prime Minister Churchill 
voiced the common British fear 
that "the seeds of a new World 
War are being sown" in the areas 
under Russian influence in east- 
ern Europe. 


Now let's 
not misunderstand 
this situation. It should be em- 
phasized that 
Russia 
is just as 


anxious as are the other allies.

Think Newsmen Neurotics 


The American newsmen in Rus- 


sia—that is, in the mass—is not 
thought of too highly by the Rus- 
sians. 


A rather high Soviet 
official 


once said to a member of the state 
department who had brought him 
a particular problem concerning a 
representative of the American 
press in Moscow: 


"My friend, you and I are too

An American newsman's job is
